Supp:  $4,500 was disbursed on 7/19/06 for carpeting for parents of 
decedent which was a gift promised by decedent prior to her passing.  
Other withdrawals are for expenses on behalf of the minor children 
totaling $22,275.00 leaving a total of $35,145.00 to be reimbursed to the 
trust estate.   Does court wish itemization for the expenses paid on 
behalf of minor children?  Court may wish to set a review date for the 
return of the balance of funds to the trust estate. 

b. On 7/19/06 there is a disbursement to “Sally Forlano (gift)” in the amount of

parents of decedent as described above. 

c. On 11/14/06, there is a “withdrawal” of $500,000 with no further explanation.  
Question the purpose of this disbursement and how it benefited the trust 
beneficiaries?  Supp:  This disbursement was a transfer of funds to a 
certificate of deposit at PFF Bank & Trust. 

d. On 11/30/06, there is a disbursement of “clothes/shoes ($1000 @ 4 
months)” totaling $4,000.  This expense appears excessive for minors.  
Question the purpose of the large expense for clothes and shoes especially 
since the trustee already budgets a monthly clothes allowance (see note 4).  
Supp:  Petitioner alleges the clothing allowance was removed from the 
accounting and when minors arrived at respondent’s home they were 
without proper clothing/shoes and accordingly, new wardrobes were 
purchased for each teenager. 

4. Petitioner has prepared a monthly spending report whereby a total of $3,162.50 is 
allotted for minors’ expenses (see tabbed report).  The total of the “family 
expenses” is $3,085.00 and the minor beneficiaries are paying half of these 
expenses, including half of the grocery bill, utilities, accommodations (is this the 
mortgage?) and insurance.  Why would the minor beneficiaries be responsible for 
any part of the mortgage expense?  The total expenses minors pay towards the 
monthly total appear excessive.  Supp:  This request has been modified.  The 
total amount requested is limited to additional groceries, gasoline, meals, 
spending money, cell phone service, school supplies, personal care items 
and occasional gifts purchased by the minors. 

5. Petitioner paid two filing fees for this petition.  The first appearance fee of $320.00 
and the additional $180.00.
